The 49-car train—one car for each 
of the states and the D istrict of Co­ 
lumbia—is the French "Merci” for 
the "Friendship Train w hich Ameri­ 
cans sent to France last year laden 
with food and gifts 
Among the 1.000.08(1 gifts aboard 
the train are historic documents, 
flags and other souvenirs of both

Details are little 
robbers. 
For years I have had many hob­ 
bles—^collecting etchings, rare books, 
a little summer island camp, w rit­ 
ing these Talks. Interest in a small 
printing shop, and running a news- 
addition, all sports interest me. and 
I follow many with great enthusi­ 
asm, 
I spent an evening with a friend, 
and we w*ere talking about these 
many diversions, when 
my friend 
snapped out: "1*11 bet you even col­ 
lect postage stam ps!" I replied th a t 
I sure did, and began w’hen a mere 
boy, though I dropped out of the 
game until I became more intelli­ 
gent and discrim inating. I have 
found this hobby highly educational 
and fascinating. 
There is this about having m any 
interests—if you lose one now and 
then, there are plenty left to hold 
your attention and enthusiasm. 
Speaking of collectors. I know of 
a wealthy m an who collected m any 
forms of art and rare books. He had 
fine taste, knew and loved his treas­ 
ures A part of his collection of rare 
French books were recently sold In 
New York for nearly half a million 
dollars. I viewed the collection and 
it was truly a beautiful lot. One 
book—a work of art—sold for $25,- 
000. I believe th a t they all were kept 
in a vault in Paris, however, dur­ 
ing this m ans life. But when he

Paris 
from 
America, 
he 
always cabled to have his treasures 
placed in his room, so th a t they 
would greet him as friends upon his 
arrival. This was always done. 
Interests not only add to one's en­ 
joyment, but they actually prolong 
ones life, as has been proved tim e 
and again. A person begins to waste 
away just so soon as his Interests 
begin to die or U ke flight. Interests 
do more than anything to aid one 
into "the more abundant life.'*

SAYS STALIN HAS 
OTHER MOTIVES 
IN PEACE TALK 


Bv DEWITT MACKENZIE 
(AP Foreign Affairs Analyst) 
If M arshal Stalin really wants 
peace, let him come to W ashington 
by all m eans and talk things over. 
Presidents Roosevelt and Trum an 
both crossed the seas to meet him 
—and reciprocity never h u rt the re­ 
ciprocator. 
The Generalissimo will rend "wel­ 
come" on the door m at. Moreover. 
lf he will sign a peace pact with 
guarantees attached, we will give 
him a ticker-tape parade up Broad­ 
way. 
However, w’e get nowhere with 
S talin ’s assertion (In answer to a 
question by an American newsman) 
th a t 
"there is no 
objection to a 
meeting" with President Trum an to 
discuss peace. Nothing could 
be 
j more non-com m ittal. 
Bolshevists Worried 
Much the same can be said of the 
Communist chiefs statem ent th at 
he would be willing to discuss a 
Joint declaration of peaceful In­ 
tentions and gradual disarm am ent. 
We know already th at Russia has 
no intention of attacking us a t this 
time. 
B ut th a t’s not necessarily because 
of a desire for peace. Ifs because 
the Soviet Union 
isn’t prepared 
m ilitarily or economically to wage a 
shooting war against us. 
Why then has stalin seen fit to 
give a personal fillip to Moscow’s 
latest "peace offensive?’’ 
Well, as 
this column previously has indi­ 
cated, the cold fact seems to be that 
the Bolshevists are worried by the 
growing strength of the opposition 
to communism. 
The consensus of 
observers is th a t the peace offensive 
is calculated 
to lull the western 
world into a feeling of security and 
so soften the anti-R ed drive. 
Marshall Plan Success 
Specifically, among developments 
to worry Moscow is the proposed 
North Atlantic Alliance now being 
negotiated in W ashington. Coinci­ 
dently the five nations in the Brus­ 
sels 
pact — Britain, 
France, the 
N etherlands, Belgium and Luxem ­ 
bourg-agreed to set up a council 
of Europe which may develop Into 
a European parliam ent. 
T hen there is the m ounting suc­ 
cess of the M arshall Plan which is 
bringing new life and strength to 
western Europe. Meanwhile the slave 
states of eastern Europe, cut off 
from trade with the West, are far­ 
ing poorly. 
Also ranking high on the list of 
Moscow’s 
worries is the vigorous 
m anner in which the United States 
is cleaning house for its Red fifth 
columnists. The Communists for a 
long time had a pretty free run. 
Now the law is catching up with 
their activities. 
Ulterior Purposes 
Russia would give m uch to per­ 
suade Uncle Sam th a t her intentions 
are of the best, and thereby per­ 
suade him to give communism a 
good bill of health. 
So the peace offensive apparent­ 
ly is being waged for ulterior pur­ 
poses. 
It would be pure folly to believe 
th a t S talin now is about to toss 
over his shoulder everything th a t 
Bolshevism stands for. He may make 
gestures, 
but 
communism 
isn’t 
changing its spots.

Skeptics cited a statem ent by the 
late Reinhold L. Fricke of Carnegie 
Museum, who wrote: "D uring Feb­ 
ruary and March, the groundhog's 
track., may be seen leading from 
one den to another, probably search­ 
ing for a mate. This may be the 
reason th at it is credited with being 
a w eather prophet on Candelemns 
day. Feb. 2 I believe its ability as 
a weather prophet is grossly over­ 
rated and stems from an old-world 
legend."
